Dear Matt, 

I’ve postponed revising that nart of COUP D’ETAT dealing with, ycur 
Xing tapes in the expectation your notes would be hers by now.

I can now postpone this no longer, for reasons I’ll 
explain to you in cersoiu 


Because I was worsting on other things, I did not read i-il’s transcrip- 
tions of the tape until early this morning. I’d heard the tapes several times. 

How test I’ve seen it, which is different, I think using them verbatim, effective 
as that would be, may tc too hazardous, nay point too much at *ths witnesses. It 
had been my belief that by removing words end phrases I could protect them suffic- 
iently. That may be true, but as of now, I am not convinced. Therefore, I will 
paraphrase, with an occasional direct quotation. 


Here is a set of carbons. Perhaps you can see a way of using them more 
'directly. Also, because you are more familiar with these voices and because you 
have the clearer tape, I’d appreciate it very much If you would listen and, where 
you can, fillin the blanks. That way wa can have s better record for whatever future 
use there might be. There is always the chance there will be a ae a for this, and 
if that comes tc pass, there will not then be enough time. Then you have done this, 
please either send it, giving my wife the s cakaan opportunity of correcting the other 
copies before I return, or give it to me. You can have s copy, if you want. I’ll 
then put a copy in the bank vault, with the copy of the tape.
